Chicago, August 22—Dr. Antonio La- 
gorio, founder of the Pasteur institute 


and conqueror of hydrophobia, has be- 
come inoculated with the disease he has 
fought. The famous specialist became in- 
feéted with the hydrophobia germ while 
experimenting on a rabbit in hig labor- 
atory tere. 

He is now a patient at his own insti- 
tute, under the care of his assistant, Dr. 
G. B. Bruno, and testing the efficacy of 
his own treutment. Although the dis- 
ease hus reached an acute form, tha 
physician said last night he was not atl 


all alarmed. 

The experiment which resulted in Dr. 
Lagorio’s inooulation was made last\ 
Wednesday. He had inoculated the rab- 
tbit with the disease, and within sev eral 
days the animal ‘had died. 

Dr. Lagorip, in dissecting the animal's 
brain, ran a sharp piece of bone under 
she nail of the index finger of his right 
hand. He though nothing of the incident’ 
at the time, but later felt slight symp- 
toms of rabies. Ur. Bruno was called 
into consultation, and an examination 
showed that Lagorio had become atest 
ulated.

“When the commune was crushed I 
was transported to New Caledonia, and 


from ‘that day my family was lost toy 


me. My wife went to live with her 
parents, apd her letters “were inter- 
cepted. When I returned from the con- 
viet settlement she was dead; and all 
my efforts to discover my daughter 
Were vain. Ah! How many young 
women were brought to me who claim- 
ed tO be my daughter! 

“A few days ago, however, I received 
the following letter from Montford 
l’'Amaury, signed ‘Jacques Vely, artist’: 
‘I have reason to believe that my wife 
ia the lLttle,girl you were obliged toa 
abandon when you left London, and 
of whom you lost sight during your 
residence in New Caledonta. I have 
obtained proof of this by a careful 
study of certain family papers and by 
comparing other indications. We should 
be happy to have an explanation with 
you, and find a father who we have 
always regretted not knowing.’ 

“EF could not believe that my daughter 
had been living all this time so near 
me in Paris. Nevertheless, I went to 
M. Vely’s, and the documents shown 
me placed the fact beyond the possi- 
bility of doubt.” 

Girgis Name Was Changed. 


With a tremor in his voice the old 
revolutionary contiued: “I had given 
my daughter the dismal name Fuovia 
Lavinia Igala Roma, and these names 
are om Mme. Vely's birth certificate, 
which says that she was the daughter 
of Amilvate -Cypriani, phetographer, 
and Agolfina Rue, his wife, residing at 
Oxford Market, in the district of 
Marylebone, county of Middlesex. 

When Mrs. Crypiani died the daugh- 
ter was taken care of by § retatives, 
who called her Communard, and 
changed her name of. Fuovia to Julia. 
She always felt that she was a French- 
woman, and it was not till years after- 
wards that she learned her real iden- 
tity. But she had been led to believe 
that her father, “the photographer,” 
died years ago, and it never occurred 
to her that she was the daughter of 
the famous lLtalian revolutionary.

Will It Injure the Fallat 


One of the great questions in connec- 
tion with Niagara is whether the tak- 
ing away of the water for electricity 
will eventually destroy the falis. It is 
claimed that the volume of water flow- 
ing over the American falls is already 
much less and that the total diversion, 
When all the works now operating or 
under construction are earried out, wil] 
be equal to about 40 per cent of the 
minimum discharge’of the Niagara 
river.

These falla will supply power for the 
havigation of the Zambes! and its tribu- 
taries. The OnmMbeal itself has about 
four thousand miles of navigable water- 
Wiys, It la one of the great rivers of 
the world, and it ranks fourth on this 
continent ‘The biggest of the African 
rivers is the Kongo. after whieh comes 
the Nile and the Niger The Zambesi 
rises in PYortugguese West Africa in a 
Great plateau which is about a mile 
above the sea Its springs are not far 
from those of the Kassal, which flows 
Into the Kongo The upper course of 
the river ts over a grassy plain, which 
it annually itnundates As the stream 
reaches the boundary of Rhodesia, the 
Valley narrows and the course is broken 
here and there by falls and rapids. The 
tiver has dropped 2,000 feet before it 
arrives at this point, and it then falls 
about thousand feet within twenty 
miles, is slow and sluggish just like 
a reat pond several miles «west of 
where it makes its great jump of 400 
feet into this mighty cavern. walled with 
precipitous rocks. lt falls rapidly in 
the gorge, but after forty or fifty miles

They have been vafiousiy charged 
with thriftlessness, improvidence and 
lack of ambition. 

Listless Thousancs, 

Science now overturns this harsh in- 
dictment and shows that they are suf- 
fering from a genuine disease which 
Baps their lives and makes them list- 
less, indifferent, careless beings. It 
shows that they are thus paying the

Dr. Harris positively diagnose 
first case of hook worm disease, — 
uncinariasis, in Georgia in the spring 
of 1902. A year previous to that time 
the hook worm had been identified 
beyond douhs in Texas. 

The disease has existed for an un- 
known length of time in many parts 
of Africa, in southern Europe, in Asia 
and other tropical and subtropical lat- 
itudes. The consensus of medical opin- 
ion is that it was introduced into this 
country by African negroes, brought 
over as slaves many years, of course, 
prior to the civil war. 

European Epidemics. 
in Georgia, and other southern 
uncinariasis, or the “lazy 
sickness” baffied scientific opinion 
when it appeared as epidemics in 
Egypt and subtropical portions of Hu- 
rope. At times, it carried off thousands 
of lives in the course of a few months. 
As a rule, it ran the slow, 
course noted in southern portions of 
Georgia and in the mountain valley 
districts of this state. Werkers of 
ordinary activity it made profoundly 
anemic and disinclined to exertion, ren- 
dering them acutely susceptible to other 
diseases, stunting the growth of chil- 
dren and dulling their mentai facul- 
ties. 

It was in 1838 that the parasite was 
positively detected and the infection for 
responsible established by 
a scientist of Milan. <A series of ex- 
periments in various European medical 
eenters ang by different authorities fol- 
lowed, physicians and students at first 
refusing to accept the theory that the 
parasite was, first, responsible for un- 
cinariasis, and, second, that it entered 
the body in the manner to be now de- 
seribed. Eventually. however, they 
were convinced ‘by actual photographs 
taken pf the progress of the, worm in 
the bodies of animals subjected to in- 
fection. 

This lead us up to the more prevalent 
method by which the hook worm 
spreads its disease and the almost un- 
canny manner in which it enters the 
body of its victim. 

It does nothing more nor less than 
bore tts way in embryo form through 
the, bare human foot, exposed to soil 
or water which it selects as a rest 
place, and make its progress by devious 
routes through tae circulation down 
into the intestines. Here it finds its 
final destination, reaches aduit - size, 
and, attaching itself by a sucker-like 
mouth to the mucous memobranes, preys 
upon the biood that {8 necessary for

, and within a few months there is a re- 


laziness, chronic ill-health and 


swarms with the eggs of the parasite. 
As a consequence, it requfres no effort 
of the imagination to understand that 
ihe soil in hundreds of rural districts 
is systematically polluted, recruited 
year in and year out with incalculable 
supplies of the little creature so heavy 
with menace to the health of thou- 
sands of people in Georgia. 

As soon as the eggs hatch out it Ip 
the first instinct of the larvae or em- 
bryo worm to seek water whether !n 
the form of mud-puddles along -public 
roads, standing pools about country 
houses or perhaps in a drop of dew in 
grass or weeds, 

A child, let us say, and children are 
the main su‘fercrs because of the bare- 
foot habit during warm, weather, 
crushes with Its naked fgot weeds or 
grass near its own home, perhaps pad- 
dies in pools along the roadside or 
treads On soll sufficiently moist to en- 
courage the attention of the larvae. 
The tiny insect, as yet invisible to the 
unaided eye, bores promptly through 
the sole of the foot—and the mischief 
is done. 

Within a short time after the embryo 
worm has gained entrance to the body 
the bottom of the foot becomes irri- 


not be administered by the patient, but 
by a competené physician. Fundamental 
conditions vary with different persons, 
and the quantity of this well-known 
drug: that may ‘be effectual with one in- 
dividual may injuriously affect another. 
The board of health stands ready, too, 
to diagnose suspected cases, the disease 
lending itself to infallible diagnosis. It 
is only necessary that half a teaspoon- 
ful of the feces of the suspected pérson 
be sent, in a tightly-corked bottle to the 
state board of health, Atlanta. 
State’s Free Examination. 


An examination for which, of course, 
no charge is made will determine be- 
yond peradventure iwhether or not the 
individual is a sufferer from uncinariasis, 
in which,event the corresponding phy- 
sicilan will be promptly notified as to the 
required treatment. 

The foregoing is a rough outline of 
the curative treatment. It has been ap- 
plied successfully in hundreds of cases 
in Georgia, so that there can be no argu- 
ment on the negative side of the prop- 
Osition. Reports from other southern 
States support each of the contentions 
advanced. 

The parasite removed, and the patient 
on the road to complete recovery of 
health, another indispensable rule must 
be followed. 

If the boy or girl or man or woman is 
to remain in the district where orig- 
inally infected, and where soil pollution 
is Still widely practiced, the wearing of 
shoes the year round must ‘be positively 
enjoined. 

Putting on Shoes. 


There ig nothing gained in curing the 
patient and starting him or her toward 
complete health, only to challenge a re- 
currence of the disease each time the 
bare foot is placed to the ground, and 
that is what the failure to wear shoes 
Systematically means. 3 

It has been stated, and with logic that 
ig unanswerable, that, if a proclamation 
were issued requiring cvery resident of 
Georgia to wear shoes from March to 
September, agplying the curative treat- 
ment, of course, to victims in the inter- 
val, hook worm disease with itg costly 
consequences would be well on the way 
to abolishment.

It wil] 
be possible, however, to secure the use 
of closets instead of the unspeakable

By a circultous route the 
worm follows the circulation up into | 
the lungs, here again boring its way 
into the arterial vesseis and being car- 
ried down through the trunk into the 
intestines. Here the wofm, or wornis, 
catch fast. hold on the walls, or mucous 
membranes, sucking blood and enlarg- 
ing until they reach the adult stage in 
a month or six weeks. It is at this 
time that the symptoms of the disease 
begin to manifest themselves. Watch | 
them carefully, searching back care- 
fully for a history of the almost in- 
evitable ground itch in the child or 
adult, for while the larvae is occasion- 
ally introduced into the system py 
drinking-water, its invasion in this 
respect is “negligible compared to the 
barefoot route. 

Stanted Growth. 


The subject will become profoundly 
anemic, that is, bloodless. The skin 
&rows pale, assuming a yellowish tint, 
aid if the infection has been suffi- 
ciently severe, shortness of breath and 
dropsy ensue. Death sometimes fol- 
Jows this stage, but as a rule the pa- 
tient drags along an enervated, inert, 
miserable existence, vitality and resist- 
ing power infinitely lowered, ready to 
fall-a quick victim to any more viru- 
icnt d’sease that attacks the system. 
Thar is one of the most pernicious fea- 
tures Of uncinariasis, the fact that it 
SO weaxens its victim as to make him 
Or her reudily susceptible to other dis- 
Orders tiait might, in its absence. be 
combatted unnoticed by the system. 

Where the disease assails children ‘in 
their growing years; and that is its 
stronghold, it invariably paralyzes 
their mental ang physical development, 
The child is slow to learn, sickly, 
bloodless and indolent, gaining a reputa- 
tion for stupidity in the classroom and 
laziness. in field wholly referable 
to the aisease from which it is suffer- 
ing, unconsciously to its parents, 
teacher and itself. Frequently chfl- 
dren thus affected reach the years of 
maturity with childish form and fea- 
tures, unhealthy, unambitious and 
wholly unfitteqg to play the Slighlest 
effectual part the work of the 
werld

Clay-Eaters.

In a certain Georgia town, the name 
of which can be supplied, one of these 
physicians located, diagnosed and treat- 
ed 408 cases of wuncinariasig in the 
course of four years. 

In another Georgia town, equally well 
known, another physician located, diag- 
nosed and treated 574 cases in less than 
years, 

If two physicians, situated in different 
portiong of the state located nearly one 
thousand cases of this disease, with lit- 
tle effort and incidentally to their gen- 
eral practice, in the interval] stated— 

What would a thorough, painstaking 
examination by every doctor in the in- 
fected district demonstrate, as to num- 
bers and virulence of infection, together 
with the loss of life to the state in the 
past, not to mention the impairment of 
its industrial capacity? 

An instance related by an investigator 
of unimpeachable standing will, further 
illustrate the fatality of the disease. ang

The gentleman reports that on a cer- 
tain Florida farm visited, he found 
father, mother and five children living, 
with the graves of fifteen other children 
in-the near-by cemetery. There was but 
one privy on this place, so the possibil- 
ities of soil pollution will be seen at a 
glance. .The visitor inquired of the 
family physician the cause for the death 
of the fifteen children. 

Fifteen Wasted Lives. 


The latter replied that he did not 
know, but that if the questioner could 
say What was killing one of the remain- 
ing children (and he pointed her out), 
he would have the key to the deaths of 
the fifteen. 

The girl in question was afflicted with | 
uncinariasis in the advanced so-called 
dirt-eating stage. By all human prob- 
ability, the fifteen dead children had 
perished of the same disease. 

A simple drug, applied in time, Or as 
soon as the presence of the disease was 
certain, would have saved these fif- 
teen lives. 

There is no guarantee that similar in- 
stances, more or less tragic, exist on 
hundreds of what are known as “one 
horse’ farms in Georgia, 

This same authority estimates that 
soi] pollution of the kind described is* 
occurring on 68.5 per cent. of the farms 
in the south, and that on a conserva- 
tive estimate 20 to 26 per cent. of the 
poorer white people, especially of the 
rural and sand mountain districts, suf- 
fer with hook worm disease, with a 
large proportion advanced to the stage 
Clamoring for medical itself. 

Children in Schools, 


Further investigation reveals the fact 
that many white children removed from 
the original source of infection and l4- 
cated temporarily at schools or col- 
leges, suffer from uncinariasis, as a re- 
sult of the original entrance of the par- 
asite into the body and its activities 
unchecked by medicine for a term of 
years. 

A highly dramatic 
out of the investigation in this sub- 
ject, is the possible sidelight it sheds 
on the enormous percentage of deaths 
during the civil war at Andersonville 
and other southern prisens situated un- 
der similar conditions. 

At Andersonville. 

Physicians and scientists of experi!- 
ence and standing, not given to sensa- 
tional theories or haphazard statements 
ang exhaustively familiar with fncin- 
ariasis, have expressed the firm convic- 
tion that the larger part of the mortal- 
ity occurring at Andersonville and other 
such places traceable*solely to the 
hook worm disease. Conditions at the 
Georgia prisoy and those. similarly

The symptoms of the disease resulting | 
fatally in many instances tally faith- 
fully with what is now. conceded to be | 
a terrible and widespread plague. 

If this hypothesis holds good, and 
there are the soundest of reasons up- | 
holding it, the south should be relieved | 
of a volume of criticism directed at her | 
people. Thousands of southerners, at 
the present moment are, fn ajl likellf- 
hood, suffering and dving or being in- 
Papacitated by the same disease that 
ravaged the old southern prisons. The 
theory is at least well worth circulat- 
ing, and there is cause for hope that 
broadminded northern physicians will 
more closely investigate the subject 
and lend their cooperation In an effort 
toward enlightenment. 

Cost to Our People. 

Recapitulating, it is evident 
what has been here written that 
ease well-defined in Symptoms and 
amenable to treatment, is actu- 
ally devastating Georgia and other 
southern states. @ 

It is not now recognized as a disease, 
the most pathetic and forbidding fea- 
ture of the entire affair. Persons pene- 
trating the rural districts condemn their 
people being indolent, thriftless, 
improvident and without energy or 
ambition. 

Is it logical to expect that these peo- 
should present any sort of a 
picture when their blood is anywhere 
from 20 to 80 per cent below the 
normal? :

The nature of the remedy is ajso 
understood., The physician or layman 
who doubts, will undergo speedy con- 
viction if he will consuit the nearest 
competent authority. Proofs are abun- 
dant and irrefutable. 

The man not directly affected and 
never likely to be, or living under mod- 
ern sanitary protection, may proclaim 
that he is not his “brother's keeper.” 

The cost of such brutal reasoning 
may well be expressed as written in 
thousands of iives, misery incalculable 
and a penalty easily verifiable as 
reaching into the hundreds of millions 
of dollars, considering that this plague 
has been at work for three to four gen- 
erations, perhaps longer. 
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Nest Building. 


It is a very common error to believe 
that with birds the knowledge of build- 
ing nests is innate. This is not the 
case. Birds have to be taught this art 
in just as systematic &@ manner as men 
are trained to be builders. 

Birds are undoubtedly born with the 
instinet to carry little twigs and the 
materials of which nests are made, but 
unless they aré instructed n the art 
of building they will drop them in a 
pile and never attémpt to weave them 
into nests. 

As a rule, it is just after the young 
birds have learned to ffy that the older 
ones hegin to teach them the process of 
interweaving and lining that is neces- 
sary to construct nests. This is most 
complicated. To -arrange the litile 
twigs so that they will be symmetrical 
and strong enough to hold the weight 
ot the mother bird and four or five 
little ones to a branch of a tree re- 
quires good engineering ability. 

The lining of the nest is usually of 
a much softer material than that of 


this neatly is also taught by the older 
birds. umming hirds will often fol- 
low cows for days to pick up their soft 
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The uusual advice given 
wives is to “feed the brute.” and an- 
other warning is not to cross a man 
before he has breakfasted.

COURSE OF STUDY.

PEACH ORGANIZATION 


Directs Atention to Call of 
Growers and Commends 
Constitution = 


——— 


STATE ENTOMOLOGIST 
ADDRESSES ALL GROWERS 


‘He Indorses Pian of Growers of 
Middle Georgia, Which Calls 
for Convention on Sep- 
tember 10—Prelim- 
imary Details. 


State Entomologist FE. L. Worsham 
yesterday sent out a strong persona! 
letter, a copy of which is reproduceé 
below, to pe&ch growers in every sec- 
tion of Georgia cailing attention to 
the campaign of The Constitution for 
cooperatiqn among the  orchardists, 
and suggesting that growers give thelr 
support to the plan of the producers 
of middle Georgia, looking to a con- 
vention in Atlanta on the /i0th of Sep- 
tember. 

(he letter of the entomologist asks 
for definite replies, so that the middle 
of next week should see the sentiment 
of the growers of Georgia fully de- 
termined regarding the movement to 


place one of the state's foremost in-jed 


dustries upon a firm foundation. 

The original call: of the growers of 
the Barnesville district was published 
in The Constitution several days ago, 
and has been copied generally through- 
out the state. It reported the results 
of a mass meeting.of the orchardists 
of central Georgia, at which over a 
million" trees were represented, and at 
which preliminary orgavyization, so far 
as that locality is concerned, was ef- 
fected. 

Preliminary Meetings. 


The resolutions passed at that meet- 
ing, which Mr. Worsham is sending 
into every section of -the state, sug- 
gest that the growers of each com- 
munity form local organizations on the 
first of September, or at some time in 
the neighborhood of that date. These 
local mass meetings according to the 
ideas of the Barnesville growers, 
Should elect delegates to a state con- 
vention, to be held in Atlanta on the 
Oth of September. The delegates 
should come instructed as to the senti- 
ments of their respective communities 
and empowered to act for them to the 
end of forming a state-wide organiza- 
tign to market the peach crop of next 
season. 

The call was signed by Messr. W. C. 
Stafford, S. M. Marshburn, J. B. Flem- 
ing, Frank A. Stafford and 4. O. Mur- 
phey, representative orchardists of the 
Barnesville district, and well known to 
the peach-producers of Georgia. : 

Entomologist Worsham’s Letter. 


The letter which Entomologist Wor- 
sham yesterday sent out to the peach- 
growers of Georgia, including the call 
of the growers of the Barnesville dis- 
trict, is ag follows: 


Dear Sir: A movemernt was re- 
cently inaugurated by The Atlanta 
Constitution to get the fruit-grow- 
ers of Georgia te ceoperdte and 
formulate a better plan for the dis- 
position of the Georgia peach crop 
im the future, Acting upon this 
suggestion, the fruit-growers of 
middle Georgia have assembled and 
indorsed the movement inaugurated 
by The Constitution and called a 
meeting of the growers throughout 
the state for September |0. These 
growers suggest that the growers 
in every section of the state organ- 
ize and send delegations to the 
Atianta meeting who will represent 
them and be authorized to termu- 
late some plan for the disposition 
and «istribution of our peach crop 
in the future. I enclose herewith - 
a copy of this call frem the fruit- 
growers of middle Georgia. 

I heartily indorse the step taken 
by The Constitution and the action 
of the middle Georgia growers, for 
the time has come when it ic ab- 
solutely mecessary for some action 
to he taken along this line . Many 
prominent ers throughout the 
state haye indorsed this movement. 
Our peach crop is too valuable to 
be us carelessiy handled as it has 
been in past; when properly 
handled, a peach crop the size of 
the 1908 crop would easily net the 
growers $7,000,000 to $8,900,000. 
Georgia grows the finest peach that 
goes on the market, and if properly 
handled there would always be a 
dethand for the Georgia peach.

The desirability, therefore of prompt 
reply to Mr. Worsham, who will 
once forward the postal cards to the 
executive committee, Is seen at a 
glance. 

Work Now Necessary. 


It might be well, also, for growers 
falling tn With the plans of these gen- 
tlemtn to at once notify some one 
member of the executive committeg to 
that effect at once. 
It is necessary, of course, in order to 
secure organization, that after the 
growers of each locality agree to co- 
operate with the Barnesville growers, 
that some individual ‘or individuals 
take the initiative in calling the dis- 
trict mass meeting for the date speci- 
fied. 
While The Constitution has succeed- 
in crystallizing the sentiment tn 
favor of organization among the grow- 
ers of Georgia it should gpe borne tin 
mind that the work itself has not been 
begun. The problem with which the 
growers are confronted ts _ intricate, 
involving many phases and calling for 
deliberation, foresight and the invest? 
ment of much time and labor. 
It is emphasized, also, by every 
grower who has commended The Con- 
stitution, and by Mr. Worsham as wef}, 
that unless organization is effected in 
the near future, while the thoughts of 
the orchardists are centered on its ne- 
cessity, there is danger that the same 
perplexities and loss will confront the 
peach-producers of Georgia next year.

The zoo keeper carefully unfolded a 
small paper packet, which lookoed as if 
it might contain. a headache powder.

He opened’ the paper and showed 
what seemed like a miniature horn. 
It was shaped like a cow horn, which 
has only one curve. It was yellowish 
white, Mke a. discolored tooth. 

It was about three-quarters of an 
inch long and a sixteenth of an inch 
in diameter at the base, where it 
seemed as if it had been broken off. 
The point was as sharp as a needle, 
An eighth-of an inch back of the point, 
on the outer curve of the tooth,’ was 
an opening, the end of a sort of tube. 
which ran the whole length of the 
tooth. 

This litttle channel through the tooth 
seemed to b efull of a dried substance, 
which the zoo keeper evidently regard- 
ed with proper suspicion, for he warned 
the recipient of the tooth to hamjle the 
same with care. He did not think thal 
one would get a true case of snake 
bite from one of these discarded teeth, 
but 4f the skin should be scratched or 
pierced by it a bad sOre would prob- 
ably result.

They are apparent)v 
shed in the course of natural changes, 
something as the serpenc sheds his 
ekin. They are not merely the snake's 
baby teeth, for he sheds them more 
than once.—Washington Post,

canneries which have been in succes:- 
ful operation in Sumter county the past 
season, and have yielded a good income 
to the management, ang proven a boon 
to the farmers and orchardists in the 
neighborhood. He also quotes a sim 
ilar case from Fincastle, Va. 

The paper of Judge Cobb deals with 
the practical Operation of these plants, 
and tell what equipment is required, its 
cost and the output. It Is of such time- 
ly interest and full of practical 
helps. that

Judge Cobb said: 

‘Mr. President ang Members 
Georgia State Horticultural Society: 
Your honored president and secretary 
requested me to prepare a paper for 
this meeting on ‘Preserving and Can- 
ning Fruits and Their Commerciad? 
Sale.’ 

“There are two canning factories near 
Americus this season, and each has 
done a profitable business. One has a 
capacity of 35,000 to 40,000 3-pound 
Cans per day of peacnes:, 

“This plant was large ang complete 
in every detalil, cost between $4,500 and 
$5,000. It has a, 30-horse power boiler 
and !5-horse power engine. 

“The peaches were brought in in 
half-bushe] baskets, distributed among 


SO 


Knives, and extracted the seed. The 
halved peaches were then placed on a 
Wire screen endless .belt, which ran 
through a botler-shapeg cyliner, and 
as the peaches passed through, 4&3 
stream of some patented compound was 
thrown on them, which took al! the 
fuzz off the peach, and then thorough- 
Out another stream containing disin- 
fectant, and the peaches were poured 
Out at the other end of the boiler, free 
from all fuzz and disinfected of worms, 
rot or other impurities. The pieces were 
then throwy on tables ang women as-: 
sorted them into grades, placed them 
in 3-pound cans, set them on an end- 
less belt. which ran down through a 
vat of water, which filled them with 
water. Then women placed the top on 
each can. Next the cans passed through 
a machine with gas jet and solder in 
a small hole, which ‘nag been left in 
the top of each. 

‘Just before the endless belt was re- 
versed, employees lifted them off of the 
belt and placed them in a large open- 
work iron basket, that held several 
hundred, then the basket was lifted by 
a crane and droppeq into a large vat 
of hot water. Remaining theresa few 
minutes, it was then lifted by the crane

and turned and dropped Into a vat of 
in a few minutes the bas- 
was lifted, and the crane turned 
and the basket deposited on the floor. 
The cans were then taken out, anGé 
passed to a macnine that put the labels 
on each. When packed In wooden 
cases, containing two dozen cans each, 
they were ready for the market. This 
plant put up five grades of canned 
The first and second grades 
had about a tablespoonful of sugar put 
in each oan. The lowest grade did not 
have the fuzz taken off the peaches, 
and are sold as ‘pie peaches.’ 

‘This plant was operated fifty days, 
ang put up over a half-million, cans,’ all 
of which have been sold and shipped 
to various points. : 

“An average of 80 cents per bushe 
was paid for peaches delivered at the 
factory, and had a full supply all the 
time they were in operation. The wa- 
ter was supplied from the city water- 
works. In addition to seven or eight 
white men familiar with the work, the 
other labor consisteg of about 160 ne- 
gro girls and women. They worketi by 
the piece, and made from 75 cents to 
$i per day. All the labor needed was 
available, and did not interfere with 
farm work in the neighborhood, as 
those employeg were town negroes, 


Ware Peach Orchard. 


“The other factory is located on the 
‘Ware peach orchard,’ just south of 
Americus, on the line of the South- 
western division of the Central railroad. 

“The capacity ig about 3,600 S-pound 
cang per day. The equipment consists 
of one !5-horse power engine and boil- 
er, one water tank, three large boll- 
ers, one iron basket, one wooden cool- 
er, one wooden crane with iron fix- 
tures, gasoline tank and soldering 
heater. 

“The peaches were peeleq by hand 
machine. All the machinery is under 
one cover, except the gasoline tank, 
which is thirty feet. from the building. 

“The cost of this outfit, not includ- 
ing water tank, engine and boiler, was 
about $150.  Deducting the cost of 
canning, the peaches netted them 60 per 
cent per bushel.

A Splendid Object Lesson. 


“To givé an idea of the importance | 
to a farming community of the start-, 


ing of a canning indugtry, I quote from 
a letter from Mr. O. M. Boyer, of Fin- 
castle, Va., who manufactures canning 
outfits, 

“"*To give you a fair idea of how it 
is carried on, it started itn this way: 
About thirty-flve years ago a man bDy| 
the name of John C. Mooraw had sev-'| 
eral thousand peach trees which bore! 
well. There being no market here, anq | 
not knowing how to sell them on the 
markets in northern cities. he decided 
to try and can them, which he did with 
fairly good profit. This went on for 
quite a number of years, and ofher peo- 
Ple were standing off looking until 
they saw he was making more money 
than his neighbors. They started sev- 
eral other canning factories, and then 
begun to can tomatoes. 

“"The tomato business was quite 
profitable, as @ farmer would set out 
about fifteen or twenty acres of toma- 
toeg and engage them to the nearest 
canner at 20 cents, ang sometimes as 
much as 30 cents per bushel. This 
would bring them anywhere from $500 
to $1,000 per crop raised on thin land. 
It went on this way for quite a num- 
ber of years, until now we have over 
two hundred canneries in our county.

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CULTURE OF PEANUTS 


AROUSES NEW INTEREST 


The humble peanut’ is coming into its 
own again. Whether it its called 
groundnut, earthnut, pindar or goober, 
it tastes the same. 

Peanut vines are said to be superior to 
timothy hay as a feed for stock, and 
only slightly ‘less valuable than clover 
hay The hulls have considerable value 
as feed and are extensively used in 
European countries. 

Description of Vine. 

The peanut vine grows from one [to 
two feet high, and has thick, green- 
ish, hairy stems and spreading 
branches. After the flower has fallen 
the peduncle bends downward and 
rushes into the ground, where the 
fruit or pod develops. The pods, 
which bring the best price in the 
market, are slightly yellowish. 

Of the 4,000,000 bushels of peanuts 
raised annually in the United States, 
3,000,000 bushels are used as. roasted 
peanuts. Many nuts are used in the 
manufacture of confectionery and pea- 
mut butter: Ordinartily the peanut 1s 
not used as a steady article of diet. 
but as a luxury. Still it is whole- 
some, nutritious and Cheap... Whether 
it is easily digestible is a disputed 
question, 

Shelled nuts contain from 30 to 580 
per’ cent of oil. If this is carefully 
prepared it is valuable for culinary 
purposes. ' 

Now Extensively Cultivated. 

The cultivation of peanuts in Vir- 
ginia has recently received great im-- 
petus. Though a native of Brazil, this 
legume is now cultivated extensively 
as high up as Tennessee and _ Vir- 
ginia. The condition best suited to its 
culture are an garly and warm spring, 
a hot and moist summer, and a limy, 
sandy, friable loam. Lime in some 
form must be added to soils deficient 
in this element. ’ 


deep and the seed planted about one 
inch deep in rows from 28 to 26 inches 
apart, and from ({2 to 16 inches in the 
row when danger of a late spring frost 
has passed. Atter planting and during 
the growing period of the crop, the 
soil is kept icose and open and free 
from weeds. The crop is harvested be- 
fore frost in the fall, the plants being 
loosened by means of a special plow, 
and then taken up and put ‘into Sacks. 
After drying from § fifteen to twenty 
days the pods are picked Fifty busnh- 
els of pods and trom One to two fons 
of hay per acre is considered a govd 
yield. 

Peanuts are usually plowed in tne 
morning, and then stacked afound 
poles, as is shown in the accompanying 
view taken near Suffolk, Va. 

It is a highly-concentrated food, and 
ranks with soja beans and cotton seed. 
A Chicago man recently made a wager 
that he could lftve for forty days upon 
a diet of peanuts. He won the wager, 
although he lost some flesh. This ts 
unusual, but it is not a rare thing for 
a person to subsist On peanuts from 
the beginning of a circus performance 
to the end. =

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PENSIONS AND THE TREASURY. 


In connection with Governor Smith's consideration of the annual pension 
payment bill, it has been stated in certain quarters that it was his purpose 
to leave the state treasury “in better shape than he found it.” This, of 
course, next July will have to determine. . } 

We have taken occasion to congratulate the old soldiers and the widows 
of Georgia upon the approval by Governor Smith of the annual] pension pay- 
ment measure, which was enacted by the legislature as the result of The 
Constitution’s crusade. It was simply a return to the system heretofore in 
use, and was what the confederate veterans and most of the people of the 


‘state wanted done. 


But just why this measure should materially hamper the treasury, is not 
exactly clear, particularly in view of the fact that last year the tax rate 
was increased two-tenths of a mill, which raised approximately $100,000, and 
that the increase in taxable values in 1907, the last vear of Governor Terrell’s 
administration, being about $70,000,000, added some $350,000 to the net revenue 
of the state and made the increased funds in the treasury from these two 
sources alone $450,000 more than was available in 1906. 


It is true that the pensioners of the state have never been paid in ad- 


vance, but until this year they had always received their pensions in a single 


lump sum when due, and not scattered in quarterly driblets through the year. 

When the percentage of deaths has not been correctly estimated, result- 
ing in the approval of more new claims than the appropriation made by 
the general assembly would cover, a few counties or claimants would bave 
to wait until the legislature could appropriate money with which to pay 
them. 

In 1906 there was such an occasion when the appropriation was exhausted 
and five or six counties remained unpaid. Governor Terrell at that time 
borrowed the money from a friend of the old soldiers, without interest, and 


; 


|paid these claims. 


The trouble at that time was not in the law providing for annual pay- 
ments, but in the failure of the legislature to make a sufficient appropriation 
to meet all claims. The money was in the treasury then, but the governor 
and treasurer could not pay it out, under’ the law, until an appropriation 
had first been made,

A SOUTHERN VAMPIRE—THE HOOK WORM. 


The vampire is one of the most abhorrent and terror-inspiring figures 
in legend, fiction and superstition. Writers with vivid powers of imagination 
picture it creéping, ghost-fashion, on its unsuspecting victims in the. desolate 
watches of the night. With darkness as a mask and beating a deathly ac- 
companiment with its whirring wings, it is represented as draining the life- 
blood of men, women and children, while they dwindle in flesh and sink in 
spirit until the mysterious end comes, shrouded by the ghastly and baffling 
horror that one feels in the suffocating clutches of a nightmare. 

There is a very practical vampire at work in the south. It ig the creation 
of no perfervid fancy or the lingering legacy of folk-lore or superstition. 

It singles out no isolated victim for its relentless persecution and it 
does not wait for the protecting mantle of night to steal forth on its mission 
of torture and death. 

Between 150,000 and 200,000 people in Georgia are its known victims. 
In the broad daylight, minute after minute, hour upon hour, it works stealth- 
ily away upon their strength anc life, unfitting them for daily tasks, stunt- 
ing their physical ‘and mentai growth, reducing the earning and producing 
capacity of the state annually by millions of dollars. 

The vampire of superstition is exorcised with incantations and the de- 
vices of transcendental science. 

The vampire in Georgia is exorcised with a few cents worth of drugs, 
and proper sanitary precautions. 

The story is fanciful enough to belong in the category of the “Arabian, 
Nights,” and sufficiently startling to challenge the belief of the most cred- 
ulous. 

It is told elsewhere in full detail, upon the authority of Dr. H. F. Harris, 
secretary of the state board of health and recognized as a medical court of 
last resort by the physicians of Georgia and the southern states. 

Reading the history of this curious hook worm disease, which annually 
destroys more individuals than tuberculosis and pneumonia combined, we 
have an explanation, verified beyond dispute, of the class known in the south 
as the “poor white,” sallow, bloodless, without energy or ambifion, illiterate 
and, in many cases, unproductive. 

These people have been accused of thriftlessness, improvidence and nat- 
ural ineptitude. Medical science now demonstrates that they are sufferers 
from a very real disease which, where it does not kill them, produces the 
lassitude and enervation which have been set down as their main charac- 
teristics. 

It follows, as an inevitable inference, that the impairment of their work- 
ing and living capacity, carried on automatically for many decades and stead- 
ily becoming aggravated, has incaliculably complicated the labor and indus- 
trial problem of Georgia and thé southern states. 

We have made some progress in checking the menace of the boll weevil, 
because its depredations are widely recognized. The negro problem, with 
its infinite phases, is ever before us, and if we do not solve it, it will not be 
for lack of full consciousness of the important part it plays and will play 
in our sectional welfare. 

_ The plague of the hook worm, incomparably more serious than either of 
these other two issues or both combined, takes eight to ten of the most pro- 
ductive and important years from the lives of thousands; it definitely re- 
tards the commercial and industrial development of the south; it can be re- 
moved within approximately a year's time by the’simmplest of remedies, 

Yet, for the reason that not one.man in twenty thousand understands 
the question, and because its very simplicity breeds sneers and incredulity, 
little progress is made in the eradication of an easily removable disease, the 
crusade of the’state board of health being hampered by the apathy and un- 
belief of the very people sought to be benefited. :

Mr. Watson, we think, is making a serious mistake in persisting in his 
Charges and assertions in connection with the Crisp incident and the alleged 
promise of Mr. Bryan to approve the Foraker bill, in the event of his elec- 
tion and its passage by congress, 

The charges which Mr. Watson has made in this connection have been 
positively and unequivocally denied by Mr. Bryan, and such denial should 
8nd will gatisfy all reasonably disposed persons. | 

The time has‘not come when the people of this country are willing to 
accept as truth all alleged newspaper “interviews” relating to politics, par- 
ticularly when they proceed from sources of unfriendly and inimica] motive. 
The weakness of Mr. Watson’s position lies in the fact that his charges rest 
upon no better foundation than this, a foundation that must crumble under 
the emphatic authorized denial from Mr. Bryan himself, as made by him" 


through The Constitution. ’ 


The people will, naturally, accept Mr. Bryan's statement as to these mat- 
ters, just as they would accept the word of Mr. Watson in refutation of false 
or unfounded charges similarly brought against him. 

This is the only reasonable view to take of these questions which we 
must now regard as settled, by Mr. Bryan’s statements, beyond further cavil 


But Mr. Watson, in his conclusion, turns from national matters to take 
an interesting dig into state affairs, which, while unconnected with the fore- 
going incidents, in well calculated to banish them speedily from the spotlight. 

Mr. Watson states that Governor Smith “has violated the contract upon 
which Watson helped to put him where he is.” That contract was, so states 
Mr. Watson, that the disfranchisement law was, specifically, to go into effect 
following its ratification in the October election, so that its provisions might 
become applicable to the gationgl election in November. 

The alleged violation of the contract made with Mr. Watson is found in 
Governor Smith's approval of the amendment to the law which postpones 
its going into effect until January, 1909, for the purpose, Mr. Watson charges, 
of using “the negro vote in November, ostensibly for Bryan, but more par- 
ticularly for the purpose of destroying Watson.” 

We are in no position to state whether or not Governor Smith has vio- 
lated any contract he may have made with Mr. Watson, and merely notice 
Mr. Watson's statement in passing as one of the mosf interesting recent con- 
tributions to the political history of Georgia. 

In the campaign of 1906 we charged that there existed between Mr. Smith 
and Mr. Watson a contract or understanding similar in effect to that which 
Mr. Watson now describes. We now have Mr. Watson’s word for it. ; 

We protested then with all the force we could against an alliance of this 
sort between a democratic candidate and the leader of an inimical party, 
the effect of which, it was clearly pointed out, would tend to dissension and 
disruption in Georgia’s democratic ranks. We fought it from one end of the 
state to the other, on the ground that its ultimate purpose was party disrup-

But the contract was made, whether or not it was “signed, sealed and 
delivered:” as to the result, The Constitution, least of all newspapers in Geor- 
gia, can be held responsible. 

Whether or not the contract was carried out or violated is a matter that 
must rest wholly between Mr. Watson and Governor Smith.

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BUT WHY NOT JOIN US IN THE FIGHT? 


Replying to The Constitution's editorial in which it was suggested that 
if the railroad commission would enter official protest with the interstate 
commerce commission against the increased freight rates, as other southern 
commissions have done, the backing thus given the cause in the name of 
the state would strengthen the petition of individual Georgia shippers now 
pending, Chairman 8. G. McLendon, of the commission, yesterday furnished 
the following statement: 

As The Constitution does not know wiat the commission has done 
matter of the recent advance in certain interstate rates, does not wish to know, 
has not asked a single question, and would not and will not print information 
which this cornimission is ready to give, it has, with its accustomed thorough- 
ness, impartia'ity and ability, prepared itself for an intelligent discussion of 
this subject. At the risk of giving away a great secret, will say that the 
commission is suffering from insomnia on account of its great effort to please 
The Constitution. Sleep, ‘tired nature's sweet restorer,” has deserted its 
couch, and although wooed has refused to return and “Knit up the raveled 
sleeve of care.” The ability to difcuss something you know nothing about is 
a rare gift and possessed by few editors. The Constitution knows nothing about 
this subject, would not print the facts if it had them, and will not even print 
this short statement. 


Chairman McLendon's statement to the contrary. notwithstanding, we 
gladiy publish the foregoing criticism which he has seen fit to make: and 
not only that, but we assure him that the columns of The Constitution are 
open at all times to whatever of interest or importance either he or the 
commission may have to say. 

But we respectfully suggest that Chairman McLendon's statement con- 
tains not even an intimation that it is the purpose of the commission to 
come to the assistance of the people of Georgia, by official: action in this 
connection. 

How much better it would have been, how much more satisfactory to 
the shippers of the state who are now struggling to keep down the rates 
which the railroads seem so determined to put up, if Chairman McLendon 
and the commission had decided to join The Constitution in the fight against’ 
these increases; and entered official protest with the authority that must 
soon pass upon them. Other southern commissions have done this. 

We have it from members of the commission themselves that that 
body decided to keep hands off because there is now pending a case against 
these increased rates brought by Georgia shippers. 

We merely had the temerity to suggest that it would possibly strengthen 
the case of these Georgia shippers if the commission would officially join 
them as a party complainant. 

We have the temerity to think so yet. 

We trust the commission will yet decide to pursue this wiser course 
before it is too late. It should at least do its part to justify the state in 
going into its pocket to the tune of $32,000 a year to maintain the commis- 
sion, on practically a double cost basis. When this expense was authorized 
it was with the understanding that the commission was to get lower freight 
rates to the extent of $4,000,000 a year. 

Instead of that the people of the state are now doing their utmost to 
prevent increased rates—and the commission has not even made the state 


a party to the complaint. 
We fear that $32,000 has turned the commission's head.

Editor Constitution: The Atlanta 
Journal writes as if the work of the 
Fulton county chain gang had afl been 
done outside of the city of Atlanta, and” 
says that now all the main roads lead- 
ing out of the city having been “*fin- 
ished,” the chain gang should be work- 
ed inside of the city until the streets 
are put in elegant condition.

The 
road running east and west from 
Brookwood to Van Winkle’s shop has 
been worked, and ail the roads running 
north and south and east and we-t in 
the annexed territory have been beau- 
tifully worked. 

The first barracks of the Fulton coun- 
ty chain gang was on West Peacutree 
street, The law requires those subject 
te road duty in the country districts 
to pay $2.50, but the city only cherges 
$i a year. 

The Marietta road is very. bad out 
nearly to Inman This 1s one of the 
most progressive’ parts of the county. 
The road leading from Morris Brandons 
to Bolton and on down:to Mason's 
church should be worked. There are 
better roads in every county in Geor- 
gia than in some places in Cook's dis- 
trict, and there are many other county 
roads that shoulg be worked.

DIES OF BLOOD POISONING 


Ondertaker Says Death Was Due to 
Blood Poisen, While the Grady 
Hospital Physician Treated 
Little Girl fer Acute 
Rheumatism. 


An investigation of the Grady hospital 
@uthorities may follow the death of 


Thelma Fitzgerald, the 6-year-old daugh-' 


ter of Mr. and Mrs. H. H. Fitzgeraid, 
mho died at the residence of her 
parents, at 76 Gaskill street, Friday 
morning at 5 o’clock, after being re- 
moved from the hospital the night before 
ever the protest of the physicians in 
charge. 

Two months ago, while littl Thelma 
was playing in her mother’s kitchen, 
barefooted, she stuck a small splinter 
in her right foot, from the freshly- 
painted floor. 
and the place healed, and no more at- 
tention was given to the incident. On 
Wednesday, August !2, the little gir! 
complained of pains in her leg and right 
side, and she soon became unable to 
walk. ° 

Treated for Rheumatism. 


She was removed to the Grady hos- 
pital on August !4 for the purpose of

having an operation performed, and, 
though it fs said no diagnosis of the 
case was made, the physicians treated 
her for acute rheumatism. Her fever 
waa too high at the time for an oper- 
ation, and it was later decided that no 
Operation was necessary. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, father of the little 
girl, stated that he would often during 
the day call over the telephone to the 
hospital to inquire as to his daughter's 
condition, and from the replies he re- 
ceived the thought the physicians under- 
stood the case. He stated that. as the 
wound in her foot from the splinter had 
healed, no mention of this was made to 
the physicians. 

Mr. Fitzgerald stated that his wife 
would often visit the hospital, and that 
the little girl complained of being left 
alone during the night by the nurses, 
and that they would not give her any 
mater to drink. He stated that the lit- 
tle girl in tajJking to her mother had 
stated that she had during the night 
became so thirsty, and, after calling to 
the nurses and receiving no reply, she 
got up out of the bed, in ber weak and 
erttical condition, and had walked 
across the hal! for water. 

Mr. Fitzgerald thinks this negligence 
on the part of the nurses is due to the 
crowded condition of the ‘hospital. He 
states, however, that he went to the 
hospital because it had been highiv 
recommended to him, and that he was 
sure that the doctors 
cause of this daughter’s trouble. He 
stated that he would have carried her to 
@ private sanitarium if they had told 
him that the hospital was too crowded 
for further accommodation. 


Was Removed to Home. 


After repeated requests on the part 
of the little girl, she was removed back 
to her home Thursday night, and died the 
next morning at 5 o'clock. 

Harry G. Poole, who prepared the body 
for burial, pronounced the cause of her 
death due to blood poltsoning. Dr. T. C. 
Hodge, of the Grady hospital, signed 
the death certificate, giving the cause of 
the death ase “acute articular rheu- 
matism.”’ 

Thé Grady hospital authorities, when 
asked as to the cause of the child's 
death, stated that she was suffering 


from rheumatism and a complication of 


diseases, and that they had not known 
she was suffering from blood poisoning. 
They stated that her case was a peculiar 
one, and that no thorough diagnosis was 
made. They further claimed that the 
dnarges of the parents against the nursés 
are untrue, as two extra nurses had 
been employed to attend the child, and 
that she was too weak to walk across 
the room for rwater. 

in view of the controversy between the 
parents of the dead little girl and the 
hospital authorities, an investigation 
will probably be made. 

The funeral @eerviceg over the body 
will be conducted at the residence this 
afternoon at 2 o'clock. Interment will 
occur at Sylvester cemetery.

DID THE COMMISSION KNOW

If 1 sedate Kuew of Irregulari- 
ties and Permitted Them to Con- 
tinue, They Are Subject to 
Im peachment—Commis-~ 
sion Denied Knowl- 
edge ef Evils. 


Did the members of the prison com- 
mission know of the deals in convicts 
made by Warden Jake Moore? 

Did the commission know that deputy 
wardens of the state were in the pay 
of the lessees? 

These are questions the legislative in- 
vestigating committee is trying man- 
fully to solve from the sworn testimony 
before it. Upon the answer depends the 
conclusion as to whether the members 
of the commission shall be impeached. 

Warden Moore admitted on the stand 
fhaving made large sums of money 
through his services as agent for con- 
vict lessees. During one stage of his 
connection with the prison commission, 
he Wag a partner iwith Dr. W. B. Hamby 
in the real estate ‘business, under the 
firm name of Moore & Hamby. Dr. Ham- 
by at the time was the largest convict 
lessee in the state. At rock-bottom 
prices the secured: from the commission 
175 convicts in excess of the number 
hig contract specified. These men “were 
subleased by him at a large profit to 
other would-be lessees, who were un- 
able to seure the men direct from the 
commission. 

Did the commission suspect anything 
from Warden Moore's connection with 
Hamby? Did any rumor of Jake Moore's 
transactions and hig fees ieretrom 
reach them? Did they suspect anything 
when Louis Yancey, the son of Secretary 
Goodloe Yancey of ‘the commission, 
after a long serviee as bookkeeper for 
Dr. Hamby, became a sublessee of con- 
victs under Dr. Hamby? 


Commission Denied Knowledge. 


Each member of the commission denied 
that they knew or suspected that aught 
was wrong. The chairman of the com- 
mission insisted that a few months ago, 
when the report was brought to the 
ears of the commission that wardens 
of the slate were receiving compensa- 
tion on the side for purely nominal 
services, and that in other instances su- 
perintendents of plants were acting as 
state wardens, they put a stop to the 
duel arrangement. Other witnesses tes- 
tifying under oath swore that the com- 
mission did know it, and permitted it 
Or at least made no efforty to stop it. 

Joel Hurt, on the stand, testified that 
he had the commission appoint his su- 
perintendent, Mr. Tierce, as deputy 
warden. He stated that the commission 
knew at the time Mr. Tierce was his su- 
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perintendent. He testified that Jake 
Moore and Secretary Yancey arranged 
transfer of some convicts to 
im, Moore acting ag agent for Dr.

Did Contractors Violate Agreementt 


A question of but slightly less im- 
portance which called forth some spir- 
ited debate during the committee's ses- 
sion, was a8 to Whether any lessees 
had “‘violated any rule for the working 
of the convicts, and whether the viola- 
tion would authorize the forefeiture of 
contracts and the collection of dam- 
ages provided by the law.’’ 

The debate hingled not upon the evi- 
dence, but upon the law. It was con- 
Clusively show that in several noto-: 
rious instances contractors had grossly 
Violated their agreement as to hours 
of work, care of treatment and punish- 
ment of convicts furnished to them. 
But what the committee was In dout® 
about, was as to its authority in recom- 
mending the forfeiture of bonds and as 
to whether damages could be assessed 
and collected without a legal trial of 
the cause. Jt was helg by some mem- 
bers that damages equal to 26 per cent 
of the bond could be assegsed as a fine 
without a trial. 

Committee in Executive Session. 


The committe was in executive session 
throughout Saturday. From shortly 
after 10 o'clock until 2 p. m. the gses- 
sion lasted. The committee met again 
at 3 o'clock and was in session until 
7 o'clock. 

No definite statement would be given 
Out by any member, but it was an- 
nounced that a full report will be made 
to the legislature on Tuesday. 

One fact which has been particularly 
stressd by the committee was the care- 
lessness and lack of system which has 
prevaileg at the state prison farm, 
which was directly under the care of 
the commilssion, and the unSatisfactory 
state in which the farm’s accounts and 
the books in the commission's office 
were kept. They hold that*these things 
of necessity mugt have been known to 
the commission, for it was their im- 
mediate business to overlook them. 

The legislative investigating commit- 
tee, it is said, will also endeavor in its 
report the meagure of responsibility 
which must be borne by the legislature 
On account of the law creating the 
present system and the lack of thor- 
Oughness in the annual investigations 
they were supposed to make, and the 
part that must be shouldered by the 
commission in carrying out the law in 
seeing that justice was adminiggered 
to all contractors and fair treatment 
given the eonvicts. 

Still, the members of the committee 
seem to hold to the opinion that if the 
commission was only gullty of indiffer- 
ence and negligence they cannot be im- 
peached. They hold that the actual 
commission of crime, such as conniv-

Manufacturing Plants 
Shut Down, 


Albany, Ga., August 22.—(Special.)-< 
Lower water in the streams or this sec-

Although steamboats are still able to 
come wp to Albany from points below, 
Flint river is lower than it gets once 
in a decade. Navigation of the stream 
between Albany and Newton would be 
impossible were it not for work done 
within the last few months by the gov- 
ernment barges on the upper river.

“T can’t understand why there 
should be such a controversy over this 
proposition,” said Mr. Bennett, “and 
while [ am not in the habit of tel- 
ing the world my business, I don't 
mind the least bit in owning up to 
the ownership of the New Orleans 
clus It looked like a good invest- 
ment for me, and I placed my money 
ir it simply from a business stand- 
point.”

Bennett explains that he has 
majority of the stock for 
two seasons. He has placed Chariey 
Frank in full charge since purchas- 
ing controlling interest and does not 
dabble in the affair at all. 

Mr. Bennett originally lived in 
Mobile, and when the change in the 
circuit was made from Shreveport, he 
Was generally credited with being one 
of the prime movers in the effort to 
control the new club, placing Charley 
Frank, also a native of Mobile, in 
ciarge, but Mr. Bennett denies that 
he owns stock in any baseball club in 
the world except the New Orleans 
club. 

The former turfman is not a base- 
bali enthusiast. In fact, he has not 
attended a half dozen games in Mem- 
phis in two seasons. WLDuring the se- 
ries Duiween Memphis an! New Or- 
leans. friends were called on to tell 
Mr. Bennett the names of players as 
they astumec positions in the field 
and again when they came to bat. It 
is a fact that the owner of the club 
in the lafgest city in the south did 
not, and probably would not, know 
now any player of his club whether in 
uniform or plain clothes. 

Mr. Bennett is reputed to be a mil- 
lionaire. He has made thousands of 
dollars in the,bookmaking end of the 
racing game, and raced and bred 
horses prior to the wholesale legislja- 
tion which put such a crimp in the 
thoroughbred sport in Tennessee, Ar- 
Kansas, Louisiana and Missouri. He is 
believed to be the next owner of the 
Birmingham baseball franchise, if it 
ia sold.

It is as wide of truth 
can be that the club is unwilling to 
spend money for players.

At all events, the season and its re-

Elmer Burkett. 60 years of age, who 
is employed at the Excelsior Laundry 
stables” corner of Eliis and Piedmont, 
yesterday afternoon, about 4:30 o'clock, 
attempted to end his life at the stable 
by means of a .38-caliber Smith & 
Wesson pistol. 

Officers Barfield and Boys received 
a call over the phone, and succeeded 
in frustrating the man’s attempt, ter 
he had fired the pistol once without 
effect. The man was brought to the 
police station, and charged with drunk- 
enness. 

Eam since the disappearance of the 
wife, the husband has been under a 
fevere mental strain. 

Searched for Two Weeks, 


After searching for two weeks for 
is wife, whom he belleved had  for- 
saken him for another man, Burkett 
finally decided to end it all. He is said 
to have telephoned his employer, W. 
E. Hayne, a few minutes before his 
desperate attempt, that he could stand 
the strain of uncertainty no Jonger, and 
wished to end his life. It is® alleged 
tat he requested Mr. Hayne to turn 
Over to his young stepson, Charlie Mor- 
gan, all the money due him for his 
work at the stables. Mr, Hayne imme- 
diately called up the officers. 

Cali Officers Barfleld and Boyce 
mounted their wheels, and s00n arrived 
on the scene. They found the man

After firing one shot, which struck 
the floor of Burkett’s sleeping room, 
Burkett ts said to have laid the 
weapon down. for a second, and his 
little son slipped {t away, and hid it 
under the mattress of the bed. He 
Was unable to locate the gun, and had 
not found it when the officers came. 
Little Charife showed Barfield and 
Boyce where i{t was, and when the 
father saw it, he made a desperate 
lunge, and seized it. 

The officers caught his hanas, and 
Officer Barfield took charge of the 
weapon and unloaded it. One chamber 
was empty. 

“If you take me away from my boy,” 
sald Burkett, desperately, “you will do 
it over my dead body.’’ Both boy and 
father were taken to police headquar- 
ter’, where the father was assigned to 
ea cell in the city ward, and the little 
boy. was given over into the charge 
of Matron Bohnefel. 

Burkett said he thad been driven al- 
siost to distraction by the non-appear- 
ance of his wife, and had taken to 
drink throughout the day.

After theeconference had been called 
Shortly pefore noon, Chairman Mack d!- 
fected that tne heads of various com- 
mittee bureaus submit reports of their 
plans and the progress made in thet:

The state tax rate for 1908 will be 5 
mills, or $5 on each $1,000 of property 
returned for taxation. 

This is the constitutional limit of 
taxation in Georgia,‘ and is the same 
rate as was levied last year. 

The tax rate is fixed by the governor, 
with the assistance of the comptroiler

QUITS KENTUCKY 


Alleged Combine Has With- 
drawn All Buying Agents 
From State.

Louisville, Ky., August 22.—A _ story 
is published here this afternoon that 
the American Tobacco company has 
withdrawn its twanty-two buying 
agents from Kentucky. The announce- 
ment comes as a complete surprise to 
local tobacco men and has’ caused 
quitea. flurry among those interest- 
ed in. the situation throughout. |the 
State. Furthermore, it is known that 
th3 company intends to open up head- 
Quarterg in Cincinnati. The rumor is 
persistent that the American intends 
to entirely quit Kentucky. Officials of 
the American Tobacco ‘company de- 
Cline to discuss the outcome of the 
move. 

Louisville has for years been the 
largest tobacco market in the world, 
thousands more hogshead’ of tobacco 
being handled on the local “breaks” 
annually than at any other point. 

It is generally accepted that. the 
numerous “night. riders” troubles and 
the intense feeling which exists against 
the American 4Obacco company in 
many sections, hag caused the officials 
of the company to withdraw the coun- 
try agents from this state.

(named for the old Indian chieftain 
whose grave is at the foot of the moun- 
tain), one can count on a olear day 265 
mountain peaks against the sky, while 
below are the walleys and waterfalls, 
and the Toxaway river, all in view, ana 
on every side can be seen the encom- 
passed beauties of the Toxaway reserva- 
tion. which covers 29,000 acres, and !s 
an excellent object lesson of what may 
be done in the matter of conserving 
natural forces, and what may be done, 
not only to preserve and perpetuaie 
forestry, but demonstrate the relation 
of forestry to water-power. 

The time is not far distant when the 
American of leisure, like his forbears of 
old England, will call his home, fs 
estate, far away from the crowded city 
and its atmosphere. He will seek the 
garden spots of nature, and unless there 
is a general movement to preserve our 
mountains and hills from deforestations, 
there will be no site for these homes; 
there will be a scarcity of timber for 
construction; hard wood will be at a 
premium; water supply iwill be limited, 
and directly will the wondrous iife- 
giving climate be effected by this van- 
dalism against nature—the_ situation 
presenting from many viewpoints are 
of the largest economic questions which 
the south faces today. 

It is interesting to note, therefore, 
what steps have been taken in the Tox- 
away reservation to preserve in native 
value and usefulness a section of North 
Carolina, holding within her forests 
great riches in hard wood of every 
variety.

It is in application of principles like 
these governing trees and forests thai 
the Toxaway reservation is being pre- 
served in native beauty and helped on 
in usefulness. According to the sugges- 
tions made by the newly elected presi- 
dent of the Appalachian Forestry Asso- 
ecjation, if every state in the Appala- 
chian region had a reservation develop- 
ed along the lines, being followed by 
the Toxaway company, the country 
would be assured that a first step was 
taken not only to economize protec- 
tion from the standpoint of her re- 
géources, but a perpetual beauty in her 
mountains, valleys and streams. 

The land of the company cannot ‘be 
bought, but can be leased for specific 
purposes, and although the plan has 
not materialized, it ig assumed -that in 
time the shores of Lake Toxaway will 
be bordered by “‘camps,” as mountains

Lowertng the Flag. 


(From The Kansas City Times.) 

The method of showing honor to tha 
dead through the position of the flag, 
placing it at half-mast—it is termed in 
naval circles, in the army, at half-staff 
—ig described in article 41. paragraph 
428 of the United States army regula- 
tions as follows: 

“Where the flag is displayed at’ half- 
staff it is lowered to that position from 
the top of the staff. It is afterward 
hoisted to the top before it ig finally 
lowered.” 

“At military posts,” saiq a sergeant 
of the army recruling station, “where 
the flag staff is planted in the ground, 
it is usyally im two sections and about 
eighty feet high. When the flag is 
placed at half-staff it is customary to 
lower it to the middle of the upper 
section, which in this case is consid- 
ered the staff. At forts and other posts 
where flags are on top of buildings the 
flag, when placed at half-staff, is hang- 
ing from the middle of the staff, the

of officialdom from their duties, ail 
dancing through the country In the grip 
of this terrible plague. 
Exorcising the Devil. 


Nobody knew. why it broke out, and 
nobody knew why it continued, nor ex- 
actly how to stop it. In the minds of 
the people it was put down to demoniac- 
al possession, and the means taken to 
subdue the mania consisted in the sol- 
emn exorcism of the devil. In parts of 
Germany the magistrates decided to en- 
courage the plague to wear itself out, 
and they paid musicians te play for the 
afflicted, and men to foot it with them 
till they all collapsed. 

Some towns were seized with the 
mania more tham once. It took hold 
of Strasburg again in 1418. By this 
time it had’ come to be believed that 
St. Vitus should be considered in the 
process of curing the dancers, and so 
the latter weré taken toghe chapel of 
St. Vitus, where in sole processjon 
they were led round the altar, Other 
means adopted were drenohing suffer- 
ers with cold water, thrashing them 
with sticks, and reading to them chap- 
ters from the Gospel of St. John. And 
all the time the dancing mania made 

rogress. The ‘invocations to St. Vitus 
nereased vastly in number. 

Why St. iVtus? Vitus was the patron 
gaint of Bohemia. It was he. who, in 
the persecution by Diocletia, pearly 
eleven hundred years previously, was 
martyred. He was in prison, and his 
father looking into his cell through a 
chink in the door, saw his son dancing 
with angels. When Vitus came to pay 
the penalty of his Christian belief by 
martyrdom he prayed that people who 
might in the future be attaeked by the 
dancing madness should, on invoking his 
name, be cured. The reply, we are 
gravely told, came straight from 
heaven: “St. Vitus, thy prayer is .an- 
awered.”’ Thus the legend, explaining 
why. it. was to the shrines of St. Vitus 
that the afflicted came for cure. 

Drastic Cure.

This sort 
of thing lasted for some 60 years. 

Then there have been the Jumpers, 
the American Shakers, and quite re- 
cently the Pentecostal Dancers. In 1787 
some three hundred young women work- 
ing in a Lansachire cotton factory were 
seized with convulsions, all declaring 
somebody had put a mouse down their 
necks, which had been the case as re- 
gards only one of them. And in Qhio, 
‘within the last two or three decades 
an outbreak of dancing mania had to 
be put down by force. 

Probably the dancing madness was an 
expression of disordered nerves. It 
followed on the Black Death of 
fourteenth century.

FLOWER CONTEST HELD 
AT BIG ATLANTA MILL 


CIVIC IMPROVEMENT. 


For two or three years the resident 
workers at Wesley house No. |! have 
been striving to awaken an interest in 
civic improvement and the beautifying 
of their homes, among the operatives 
of the Fulton Bag and Cotton Mills, 
who are residents of the mill village 
in which is located Wesley House No. 
l. These ladies have been ably and 
generously assisteq by Mr. Oscar Elsas, 
who has been untiring in his*efforts to 
encourage his operatives to improve 
and beautify their homes. 

The first step has been to encourage 
them in the love and cultivation of 
flowers. Mr. Elsas furnishes them with 
flower seeds of many varieties; gfves 
them the free use of all the water 
necessary for irrigation, and offers four 
prizes for the best results from the 
cultivaticn of these flowers. First and 
second prizes, of $10 and $5, for the 
two prettiest yards, and the same for 
the two prettiest window or porch 
boxes. Mr. Elsd@s also furnishes the 
paint with which to paint the boxes, 
and no box can compete for a prize 
which has not been painted. 

One of the competitors this summer 
not only painted her boxes, but paint- 
eq the sticks to which she had her 
plants tiled, and even applied a little 
paint to the rocks bordeéring her flower 
beds. As two colors were used, the effect 
was a little startling at first sight; so 
with most efforts of the impressionist 
school. 

In July, Mr. Elsas asked Mrs. Wise- 
berg, Mrs. M. L. Troutman and Mrs. 
R. K. Rambo to act as a committee to 
decide on the award of the prizes. 
There were some beautiful yards and 
boxes, showing great care ang good 
taste in the cultivation and arrange- 
ment of the flowers; and what was 
once @ dreary waste had literally blos- 
somed as the rose. The cottages were 
covered with 6o0o0l, green vines, and 
the doors, yards, porches and windows 
were gay with blossoms of salvia, nas- 
turtiums, petfiwinkles, canna. gera- 
niums, phlox, ete. 

One of the prize winners, an elderly 
woman, told the committee that the 
pleasure she hag derived in growing 
her flowers was compensation enough 
without a prize. 

The committee found so many beau- 
tiful yards and boxes, that it was diffi- 
cult to confine the award to four, 80, 
upon consultation with Mr, BElsas. he 
immediately suggested -an . additional 
prize of $2.50 for third prizes.

McWaters; second, Mrs, Sist; third, 
Mrs. Reese.

For Porch’ ang Window Boxes—First 
prize, Mrs. Sills; second, Mrs. Carson;'
